KPFK's  painful  four  /ear  growth  is  in  the  established  tradition  of  most 
American  charitable,  educational  and  religious  organizations.  Appeals  for 
funds  are  lost  among  hundreds  for  other  worthy  causes.  The  station  limps 
along  and  supporters  are  comforted  by  the  thought  that  they  have  subscribed 
and/or  contributed  funds. 

In  its  attempt  to  reduce  the  current  deficit  and  gain  new  subscribers,  KPFK 
used  the  traditional  approach  in  appeals  by  mail  and  over  the  air.  These 
appeals  move  only  a  dedicated  minority  to  action.  Therefore,  a  change  is 
indicated. 

Among  the  human  resources  available  to  the  station  are  hundreds  of  per- 
sons skilled  in  organization,  committed  to  freedom  of  ideas  and  willing  to 
work  for  KPFK.  At  the  organizational  meeting  of  volunteers  January  11, 
decisive  steps  were  taken  to  retire  the  deficit.  They  are: 

1.  An  area  wide,  long  term  subscription  drive  using  techniques  proven  suc- 
cessful in  1961  under  the  chairmanship  of  Ruth  Oreck. 

2.  A  number  of  fund  raising  events  including  a  second  May  Faire,  parties,  a 
Celebrity  evening,  etc. 

3.  A  personal  subscriber-to-subscriber  visitation  program. 

4.  A  special  fund   raising  project  to  buy  new  transmitter  tubes,  (fringe  area 
listeners  note:  new  tubes  will  increase  power  10%) 

5.  A  continuing  telephone  survey  of  lapsed  subscribers. 

These  and  other  projects  have  been  launched  by  area  groups  which 
formed  at  the  meeting.  You,  as  a  subscriber  can  help  in  your  community. 
Call  KPFK  for  information  about  the  group  nearest  you. 

In  addition  to  the  volunteer  program,  an  advisory  committee  of  prominent 
citizens  is  being  formed  to  counsel  with  station  management.  This  committee 
and  its  members  will  take  an  active  part  in  the  life  of  KPFK.
